session of the legislature is concern­ 
ed. 
Representative W allace Malone 
of Fort Worth, author of the bul, 
in a statem ent 
today salt): 
“The 
bill could not be gotten through at 


this session on account of it not be­ 
ing submitted by the governor until 
too late for it to have a chance to 
be voted on in regular order on tho 
calendar. 
The bill never got before 
the house until the 14th and since 
th a t time not only myself but several 
other members have made several 
unsuccessful attem pts to get the bill 
considered, which we have been un­ 
able to do on account of the rule re­ 
quiring 
unanimous 
consent. 
Wv> 
made our last attem pt Saturday and 
failed. 
“ My failure to get this bill through 
at this session, however, will not de­ 
ter me in the lease in my effort to 
get such a law or the 
equivalent 


thereof, passed by the 
legislature. 


The fight has just begun and I w ant 
the people of Texas to know that I 


will be back at the next special ses­ 


sion asking for this law again, and 
will never stop until the Texas sol­ 
dier receives at least a part of the 
recognition the eoldier of other states 
has received.**
